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I ARSENIC MURDER 


Prosecution Claims Woman 
Disposed of Three Hus- 
bands With Rat Poison. 


BY RODNEY DUTCHER. 

Chicago, March 10—‘“The next 
meal I cook is going to be for yoo— 
you have caused all my trouble.” 

That was. the significant remark 
made by Mrs. Tillie Klimek, on trial 
on charges of poisoning her third hus- 
band, to Police Lieutenant Willard 
Malone when he arrested the woman 
on a charge of murder, the officer tes- 
tified today. 

The prosecution claims that Mrs. 
Klimek disposed of at least three hus- 
bands and many other relatives 
through serving them meals flavored | 
with rat poisoning. 

The state moved rapidly today in 
completing its case against Mrs, Kli- | 
mek. With the exception of a few 
minor witnesses, the prosecution's 
case was completed when court ad- 
journed until Monday. 

Mr. William MeNally, chief coro- 
ner’s physician, told of examining the 
vital organs of three of Mrs. Kli- 
mek's husbands and all revealed 
strong traces of arsenic. 

“There is no doubt but

Doctors Tell Stories. 
Tt was a ghostly procession of spec- 
tres of former husbands who stalked 


Klimek’s first three husbands told 
their stories. 

Dr. Edward Hatton, an Assistant’ of 
Dr. MeNally, said he examined many 
parts of the body of Frank Kupezyk, 
the third husband of the accused wom- 
an, with whose death she is specifically 
charged in the present trial. 

“All of them showed definite traces 
of arsenic. Death could have result- 
ed from no other cause,” 
said. 

Introduction of an alleged confes- 
sion’ made by Mrs. Klimek and Mrs.

These sug-| 


gestions and ideas, in turn, to be published in educational or daily papers, | 


sent to the different boards of education, who in turn could bring them 
to the attention of every teacher and parent in the territory supplied by 
that board. 
| Let the schools be open for inspection, and a welcome extended | 
to parents who visit the schools. For the past several years in some of | 
the schools parents have had impressed upon them the fact that their 
presence is not desired in the school room. If anything is being carried | 
‘On or taught in the schools which the board and teachers do not wish! 
known by the parents, it is high time for an inspection to be instigated | 

--and have matters remedied. Sometimes parents are in position to know | 
better than the teachers what is best for the children, and by co-operation | 
a happy medium will be found. 

Of course politics and public indifference have had much to do. 
with the lowered standard of our public schools. We need big, public- | 
spirited men to take an active interest in them as in former days, when 
it was considered an honor to be on the board of education. Cut out | 
politics; also cut out the useless frills and furbelows and give us sub-| 
Stantial and uplifting studies and activities. Give us the best teachers 

»Obtainable, at good. salaries (putting out those who are merely in the 
schools for pastime and pin money untol they can get married, and who 
take no real interest in the school room). Have the principal and vis- | 
iting board visit continually the new teachers, and if they are inefficient, 
dispense with their services, or see that they get such training as will 
enable them to become efficient. 7 

Each large school system should have a normal training school in 
connection with their high schools, drawing from the different schools | 
children of unusual ability for instruction—these classes to be changed 
every few weeks or months, so that the children may not lose the benefit 
of the individual instruction from their teachers. It has been very 
detrimental to the children, and also a serious handicap to the teachers, 
to have normal pupils ‘‘practice’ on the children, and it is not a wise 
thing for any board to inflict such a ‘pest’? on any individual school or 
Set of children. However, with a class of children of the same average 
grade of intelligence, the work of the narmal pupils would not be so 
injurious as it is in a school where there are all grades of intelligence, 
and where only the brighter and more forward children are able to 
grasp the fessons and go forward without the individual attention of the 
teacher. | 

There is necessarily more or less red tape in a large public school 
System, but the individual teacher ought to be able to comply with the 
ce ements and still have room to impress her personality upon the 
children.

1876. 

Judge Orrick C. Bishop, of St. 
Louis, was the trained legal mind of 
the early years of the league. He 
was the Judge Landis of his day, and 
baseball owes much to him. He drew 
up the constitution of the National 
league and the first professional play- 
er’s contract. 

St. Louis remained only two years 
in the National league, and then sur- 
rendered its franchise. It was back 
in 1885, but again lingered for only 
two season®.

Walter Camp Says That 
Modern Athletes Are 
Thoroughly Unselfish 
Toward Their Coaches.

New York, March 10.—The quota- 
tion of expressions of opinion after 
a recent baskethall game shows the 
growth of a new psychology in college 
sports. 

Fogarty, a star Eastern League bas- 
ketball player, was sent up to New 
Haven this year to coach the Yale 
team and he raised them from the 
lowest position until they practically 
reached the top of the league. They 
were defeated by Columbia, 24 to 22, 
and the report shows that their ex- 
pressions were, “we are sorry, Je; 
it was not your fault. We couldn't 
get going. It is teugh for you.” 
And, as the dispatch says “they were 
sincere in these expressions.” 

This shows the heighth of unselfish- 
ness to which the modern player goes 
in his loyalty to the coach. The 
coach in football, baseball, basketball, 
crew, hockey, all these sports, is now 
in a position where the intensity of 
loyalty shown to him would have been 
almost unbelievabie a  decadle ago. 
Fogarty puts it this way, when asked 
how he brought the team up to such 
heights: 

“Well, the players worked hard. 
They had to work. Then, too, con- 
ditions are ideal for coaching at New 
Haven, I* have had great support 
from everybods, and fine, ambitious 
material to work with. Who wouldn’t 
do the same under such _ cireum- 
stances?” 

Mutual Appreciaiion. 

So we find a mutual appreciation of 
the players for their coach and of the 
coach for the hard, unselfish work. of 
the team. Now the extraordinary 
feature of all this lies in the fact 
that this same psychology does not 
seem to prevail in the case of these 
young mer in relation to their instruc- 
tion in other matters of education.

Its board of 
directors consists of eleven men, the’ 
president of the school, five members 
of the faculty, (these are at the pres- | 
ent time all of the rank of professor), 
two alumni and three students. No 
contracts are made by the association 
with coaches except with the approval | 
ot the board of directors and tae 
president of the achool. Ruies gov- 
erning all athletic activities are made | 
by the faculty. The director of ath-| 
leties has no power to change any of | 
these regulations or to control in| 
any way the athletic policy of the 
school. The receipts taken in by the | 
association from any and al! sources 
are used to promote athletic 
of every kind and to give 

training so far as possible to al! 
dents. Whatever money is earned by 
the association is used to. buy, | 
improve and equip the athletic field 
and in this way becomes the prop- 
erty of the state either in the form 
of real estate or buildings.

“Contacts will be established 
with the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the agricul- 
tural colleges, the heads of agri- 
cultural associations, the heads of 
farm equipment manufacturing as- 
sociations, state bankers’ agricul- 
tural committees, farmer-banker 


committees, the packing and allied 
interests as users of farm prod-

At last we touched solid ground; 
we had reached the rocks! 

The nearer we approached to our 
goal, the keener became our eagerness 
to reach it, and the sun, which was 
steadily sinking towards the horizon 
warned us that we had not a moment 
to lose.

MISS BRIDGART’S BOOK 


Who is there that does not delight 
in autobiography ? 

This small, but compact, volume 
by L. Josephine Bridgart, on “How 
Stories,” is full of 
this priceless interest, for she bas 
many autobiographical allusions 
throughout her chapters, each of 
which is not only interesting, but i!- 
luminating. For the writer, who is 


'a well-known literary critic, is sure- 


ly one of those whose work was born 
with her. She tells us, in chapter 
15, “I went to college with the fixed 
belief that I had ability as a writer. 
had chosen my profession farther 


| back than I could remember. and ail 


the teachers that I had had from pri- 
rary, grammer and high school had 
Praised my composition.” She then 
to tell us how adverse cri:i- 
cism almost turned her aside from 
the work to which she was born, a 
work which this book, and many other 
manuscripts, evidently declare she was 
indeed by nature fitted to do. 

While interesting, however, the 
volume is prevailingly instructive, 2s 
the didactile title calls for it to be. 
But the technical directions are so 
interwoven with illustrations from 
life and with the testimony of person- 
al experience, that the knowledge is 
most delightfully conveyed to the read- 
er. Moreover, anyone who will heed- 
fully follow the directions will con- 
stantly improve in the fine art of 
writing the short story. 

The purpose of the author is stated 
to be “to induce the new writer fo 
look at his protession in a businesslike 
way and to go to work with his busi- 
ness sense fully awake.” So well {s 
this purpose achieved, that the book 
might be entitled: “How to Write and 
Sell Short Stories,” or to use an oft- 
repeated sentence: found in this trea- 
tise, the sub-title might be: “Writme 
for publication is a business.”

Now that nominating committees are being formed for selecting 
officers for the coming year, federation members are urged to consider 
carefully those whom théy will choose for their executives. It is so 
important that women be chosen who are known for a generous Spirit and 
open mind, who understand the aims of the federation thoroughly, are 
willing to work unselfishly for the cause, and who realize that “nothing 
succeeds like success.” 

Encouragement and teamwork will go ten times further in building 
up the work of the music clubs than criticism of the public for lack of 
atronage or co-operation. It was ever the custom of the short-sighted 
‘to blame the other fellow for their poor results. The fact of the matter 
is that the public has been wonderfully responsive to the work of the 
muysic clubs. It must be remembered that this work is pioneer work, and 
that it will grow and receive the response of the public in proportion as 
the individual members lend it their constructive effort. The first step 
toward doing this is to choose executives with care. Leaders who are 
“boosters” in the highest sense of the word are just as necessary in 2 
music club as in a business organization. 

The South Atlantic district has been fortunate in having some capable 
and loyal executives. It is hoped that those chosen for next year will 
ibe of the same fine caliber and imbued wit the same enthusiasm, without

‘Famous Woman Preacher 


To Speak at Agnes Scott

Miss Maude Royden, England's 
great moral leader and gifted church 
woman, will speak at Agnes Scott col- 
lege this afternoen at 3:30 o’clock, 
English Who's Who? 

The following note from the Eng- 
lish Who's Who, for 1921, will give 
Atlantans some idea of the brilliant 
career of this woman: 

Agnes Maude Royden—Assistant 
preacher at the City temple, 1917- 
1920; founder with Dr. Percy Dear- 
mer of the Fellowship services at 
Kensington. tb. 1876—y. d. of late 
Sir Thomas Royden, first Bart. of 
Frankby Hall, Birkenhead. Edu. 


Cheltenham Ladies college, Lady Mar- 
garet Hall, Oxford. Worked at Vic- 
toria Woman's settlement, Liverpool, 
for three years and then in the coun- 
try parish of “.vffenham; lecturer in 
English literature to Oxford univer- 
sity extension delegacy; jvined the 
National:Union of Women’s Suffrage 
societies, 1908; on executive commit- 
tee 1908: edited “The Common Cause” 
until 1914; wrote and spoke chiefly 
on the economic. ethical and religious 
aspects of the woman’s movement. 
Resigned from executive committee in 
1914. Publications, pamphlets, “Votes 
and Wages.” “The True End of Gov- 
ernment,” “The Great Adventure,” 
“How Women Use the Vote,” ete. 
There had been -e few women 
preachers in Enyland before the world 
war but no woman had ever been 
chosen to be a regular assistant in a 
great city pulpit until Maude Royden 
wag selected ¢o assist the famous 
American preacher, the Rev. Joseph

It is fitting that the Ladies’ Memorial as- 
sociations of the south, and especially the 
Ladies’ Memorial association of Georgia, 
should place in the Memorial chapel at 
Petersburg, Va., a stained glass window in 
lasting memory of the heroes of that state 
who fell during the civil war. 

This Memorial chapel was originally Old 
Blandford Episcopal church, erected in the 


year 1735, but abandoned as a place of 


worship 2hout 1800. The first Bristol Par- 
ish church was erected on this site in 1642, 
presumably of wood as it was later destroy- 
ed by a great fire. In 1901 the city of 
Petersburg presented it to the Ladies’ Me- 
moria! association to be repaired and used 
as a mortuary chapel in honor of the -sol- 
diers of the south buried around and near 


its battle scarred walls. 


FIUIS window, to the Georgian heroes, is 
on the east side of the north wing of 
the church; made of beautiful stained glass 
of wonderful hues and colors. It attracts 
and holds the observer. What more fitting 
tribute could be paid to those heroes than 
the placing, close by the place where they 
gave their lives, of this work of art? 
Around the walls of this old church have 


raged the battles of two wars. When the 


British bombarded the city in the revolu- 
tionary war under General William Phillips,

old walls. Blandford was originally called 
Bristol Parish church, being the principal 
church in that parish, but in later days has 
become known as Old Blandford.

N the oldest part of the churchyard, the 


seeker after romance, the antiquarian,

There are many armorial tombs— 
that of John Herbert, son of John Herbert 
and grandson of Richard Herbert, of Lon- 
don, who died in 1704; that of Sir William 


Skipwith, baronet, who fled from the wrath 


of Cromwell to America. He settled in Vir- 
ginia and we are told from the inscription 


that he ‘deceased the 25th day of February, 


1764. Then there is the tomb of Mr. 
Samuel Gordon which bears arms. He was 
“of Craig in the Stewartry of Kirckcud- 


bright, North Britain, who died the 14th 
day of April, 1771,’’ and there is the tomb 
of Rachel, wife of Thomas Williams, whom 


we are told, died April 26, 1771, and was—

It would be per- 
tinent to say that the Mortuary chapel is 
always open to visitors, free of charge, and 
the keeper will gladly show the visitors 
about. Tourists from the north and the 
south, passing through Petersburg on the 
national and state highways, pause to visit 
the old church and to linger awhile in its 
old yard,

N THE prisoners’ docks of two 
English assize courts there have 
stood recently, charged with wil- 
ful murder, a young and pretty 
girl who does not look even her 
nineteen years, and a more than 
commonly attractive young mar- 
ried woman aged twenty-six. Neither this 
girl nor this woman actually killed anybody. 
nor was it alleged that they had done so. 
‘But each of them had entered into a “pact” 
with another person to commit suicide, and 
the other person was dead. And the law 
of England is that if two people mutually 
agree to destroy themselves and only one 
dies, the survivor is guilty of murder. 

When he was called upon to administer 
this law in the case of pretty Norah Walker, 
who took poison with her dearest girl 
frined, a famous English judge of the high 
court, Mr. Justice Lush, uttered a vehe- 
ment protest 
against its inhu- 
manity and made 
a strong plea for 
its revision. 

Now a similar 
plea is made by 
thirty-three of 
England’s most 
famous tutors 
and publicists. 
Headed by John 
Galsworthy, they 
have just appeal- 
ed to the home 
Secretary to ex- 
ercise his clem- 
ency in the case 
of Mrs. Maud 
Hibbert, who re- 
cently was in- 
dicted for mur- 
der for entering 
into a death pact 
with a man who 
was her lover, 
and subsequent- 
ly was sentenced 
to nine months’ 
imprisonment 
with hard labor 
for attempting 
to commit sui- 
cide. 

The vigorous 
agitation thus 
begun for the 
revision of an 
antiquated law 
which, its critics 
declare, is out of 
harmony alike 
with humanity 
and common 
sense, does not seem likely to subside until 
some definite action is taken. It has re- 
sulted in raising again the whoie question 
of the moral justification of suicide, a ques- 
tion that has exercised the minds of ethical 
philosophers ever since the days of Plato 
and Marcus Aurelius, and that is once more 
being argued passionately pro and con. 
Meanwhile, that the critics of the law re- 
lating to death pacts are right in assert- 
ing also that it fails to act as a deterrent 
is demonstrated by the fact that since 
Norah Walker, of Marblethorpe, and Maud 
Hibbert, of Kettering, were sentenced to 
imprisonment as a consequence of their 
participation in attempts at self-destruction, 
Similar pacts have been made and their ful- 
fillment attempted by four other persons. 
Of these later cases one particularly has 
gripped the public imagination, the circum- 
Stances constituting a situation grim 
enough to have been imagined by Edgar 
Allan Poe.

(NOTE: This is the second of two articles 
by the famous Arctic explorer relating some 
of his most stirring adventures in hunting 
the great game of the north—The Editor.) 


HERE is one animal in the Arctic 
which demands that you meet 
him on more equal terms’ than 
does the Polar bear, that you pit 
your strength and your energy 
directly agajnst him, and that you 
do it without the help of your 

fighting dogs. That animal is the walrus. 
He was known to the early explorer and 
sailor as the sea horse, a word really 
meaning “whalehorse,”’ and a fitting word, 
too, for walrus have been killed measur- 
ing fourteen feet in length, twelve feet in 
girth, and weighing three thousand five 
hundred pounds! 


Quite an animal this to attack in a pa- 
per-thin skin boat only twenty inches wide 
and nine inches deep! Yet that is what 
the Smith Sound native is doing from early 
boyhood to old age. The danger of hunt- 
ing the walrus is shown by the large num- 
ber of fatalities in the tribe. yg 


1 shall never forget my first encounter 
with walrus—it left with me a very healthy 
respect for this formidable looking brute. 
As assistants to Admiral Peary on that me- 
morable and successful Polar trip, each of 
us, when we arrived at Whale Sound, was 
placed in charge of a whale boat and an 
Eskimo crew. A herd of walrus was sight- 
ed, asleep on a pan of ice, and 1 was called 
upon to make the attack. With Torup and 
Bosun Murphy as assistants and.a good 
crew of harpooners and oarsmen, | head- 
ed for the herd, quite unsuspecting and al- 
most entirely ignorant as to the proper pro- 
cedure. We knew enough, however, to 
caution the Eskimos not to talk, to muffle 
their oars and to pull with short strokes. 


When we came within one hundred yards 
of the herd 1 whispered to Murphy to 
take the steering oar, while I crept for’ard 
with my .351 automatic Winchester and 
crouched in the bow.beside Borup, who 
was clutching his powerful Mauser. Up to 
this time the black mass of flesh before us 
had not moved. All were sound asleep in 
the warm summer sun, with bellies filled 
with newly dug clams.

That thick skull 
of the walrus explains the remarks of 
Charles Francis Hall: 

“Shoot a seal in the head and it 
Shoot a walrus in the head and the damage 
is to the ball, which immediately flattens 
without effecting any injury whatever to 
the walrus.”

One year later than the incident of the 
Peary expedition related above, Borup and 
Murphy had the experience of having a 
large bull walrus crash up through the 
bottom of the boat!

That is exciting enouch for the most 
aiventurous! Yet such an attack is a very 
rare occurence. In general, walrus, when 
on the pan, are wary; at the first sound or 
smell of a boat and.its occupants they are 
away at a speed of about seven miles an 
hour, which is faster than a good crew 
can row for any considerable distance.

fair day in June found u camp at Su

NOTE—Wilson dam, the bridging of Mas- 
cle Shoals at Florence, Ala., with a navi- 
gable channel with locks constitutes one of 
the greatest engineering romances of his- 
tory.

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“The Nude In Art” Again Stirs Critics

N a certain building on Fifth 
avenue is stopping a young 
woman by the name of 
“Constance.” Her name _ is 
demureness itself; so likewise is 
the modest droop of her head, 
the simple parting of her red- 
gold hair, the downcast line of her lids. 
And yet this young woman has been stir- 
ring up all kinds of a rumpus, in spite of 
her apparent demureness; and all because 
She has again raised the old, old question: 
What is decent and what isn’t decent? 
And how far shall the nude in art be per- 
tnitted? a3 

“Constante” is a painting of the nude, 
and critics have disagreed as to how 


demure she really is. Some consider her 


a beautiful example of flesh tones, an in- 
teresting acheivement in flow of light, and 
a good specimen of realism. Others call 
her a hussy, and cry, “Fie upon her!” It 
all leads one to wonder whether the dif- 
ference lies in art standards, moral stan- 
dards, or in the eye of the beholder. 


The author and possessor of ‘‘Constance’”’ 
is Miss Isabel Cohen, a member of the 
National Arts club, the Pen and Brush, 


and other art associations of New York 
City. She painted the picture sudiously, 
but worked rapidly with a strong enthus- 
iasm over her model and the pose and 
lighting she had hit upon; felt a modest 
but considerable satisfaction with it when 
finished: and sent it off to the exhibition 
of the National Arts club, of which organi- 
zation she has been a member = and in 
whose gallery she has exhibited for a num- 
ber of years. The picture was rejected 
courteously and without criticism, merely 
as “not available.” There was no State- 
ment, not even a hint, that the propriety 
of “Constance” was questioned. 

But the artist and her friends assumed 
this to be the reason, and pretty soon out- 
siders grew interested, and introductions 
to the demure “Constance” were sought. 
The result was that she was clapped into 
a taxi and whipped off to an art gallery 
in the smart center of Fifth avenue, where 
she had been on exhibition in the midst of 
less startling capacity of shock-absorders. 
And some beholders have cried, ‘Lovely! 
True to life! Pure as any nymph bathing 
in the pool!” while others have warmly 
upheld those who it was said, discreetly 
refused to display an unduly suggestive 
and therefore harmful picture. 


PENHE incident tojlows not long after 4a 
similar one in the case of “A Nude 
Girl’ painted by George Beilows. This 
was a partially draped figure; it was claim- 
ed by certain critics that the arrangement 
of drapery served to enhance the sug- 
gestiveness and make the picture more 
decorous than an entirely. nude figure 
would have been. Mr. Bellows claimed 
that “there is no such thing as morality 
in art, any more than in science; morality 
is only a figment of ethical speculation.” 
Some called his realistic treatment 
‘brutal’: others said it was nothing Short 
of genius. 

The same club had rather extended con- 
troversy as to whether to grant it hanging 
space or not; it was hung at the beginning 
of the exhibition, then threatened with sud- 
den removal, permitted to remain in doubt, 
and finally left to hang undisturbed.

Let the figure be exquisite, and _ truly 
painted, then the picture represents that 
lovliest creation of nature—the human 
form. “And what wrong can abide in an 
honest interpfétation of any beautiful 
example of nature’s work? Or God's 
work, if you will? To judge it immoral 
is.to cavict nature of the crime against 
man-made standards. 


But, on the other hand, say the thus- 


ment, we Shall never have anything but 
these silly controversies over a dividing- 
line that’s as imaginary as the equator.” 


N the midst of the hum,*lI had tea over 
it in the delighiful studio of Miss Helen 
Watson Phelps. Her paintings have 
been exhibited in the Paris Salon, the New 
York Academy of Design, the Pennsyl- 
vania Academy of Fine Arts, and many 
other headquarters of art in our country, 
often bearing distinguished prizes; and 
her pictures of the nude are among her 
best-known works.

wise thinkers, let a nude be unbeautiful, 
badly painted, and it at once loses its 
morality. It may display even less of the 
form than the former example; it may be 
even more draped and veiled from view; 
and yet virtue abides not in it. For 
here is merely a clumsy delineation of 
nakedness. It has not passed through 
the purifying fire of true beauty in the 
painter’s conception. It is merely an 
undressed human figure, and as such 


should be called to the attention not of 


the art critics but of the police.

“The 
Dreamer,”’ a small canvas, is a study of a 
young girl lying in the grass in a pose of 
complete abandonment to the beauty of 
freshly-green nature. “Copper and Gold,” 
a larger canvas, depicts a girl in her 
boudoir in the act of twisting her marvel- 
ous coppery hair, which /alls in a remark- 
able snaky coil down the line of the arm, 
Both of these pictures bear out Miss 
Phelps’ theory that the matter of decency 
versus indecency lies largely in the self- 
consciousness—or otherwise—of the sub- 
ject. Both are entirely undraped fig- 
ures, The one is as unconscious as 8 
nyinph in some primeval; she is lost in her 
Skyward gaze, in her dreams born of the 
velvety grass’ touch, the breeze among 
the leaves, the ripple, perhaps, of a brook 
in the nearby woods. The other is un- 
conscious with all the preoccupation of 
a woman at ner toilet: she is absorbed in 
the twisting of that red-gold coil; she Is 
bent upon an occupation that absorbs 
the entire attention of the moment. 


“But let a nude figure smirk at the be 
holder,” Miss Phelps says, “or gaze rap- 
turously into her mirror, or im any way 
Show, by pose or facial expression, that 
She is consciously nude, and at once 
purity takes flight.” 

The defenders of this branch of art al 
claim that the human form is the most 
beautiful thing fin nature—a claim which 
many, even of the disanorobative, admit. 
Some believe the man’s form to be more 
beautiful thin the woman's; this, however, 
is not a popular conception. Some of 
the defenders think that the simple fact of 
the female form's beautv is sufficient reason 
for painting it; with this, however, 
Miss Phelps does not agree. 

“The mere fact that the subject {s 
beautiful isn’t enough to save the picture 
from vulgarity.’’ she savs. “Its purity 
must come of the artist’s treatment of his 
Subject, in the broadest sense. Virst, he 
must have a raison-d’etre Just to saint 
a nude because It’s a nude is not sufficient 
—except as a study for practice in tech- 


nique, But let him have an idea to put 
forth, a definite concevtion, and he hag 
Started on the right path. The nudity 


is naw subordinate to the idea that he 
seeks to express. And so, naturally, all 
self-consciousness will vanish from the ex- 
pression of the subject. 


betel it seems to mé, a poetic treat- 

ment makes for decency. A picture 
of nymphs-——some sylvan  scene——a halfe 
floating figure, that calls up the beauty 
of mythology—such pictures are associat- 
ed with only the purest conceptions In 
our minds. But often a realistic treat- 
ment becomes brutal, HM seems to thrust 
vulgarity under your eyes. Not always, 
however; | don’t mean to say, by = any 
means, that all realism is necessarily vul- 


gar. That would be unfair to many 
painters of the new school. 
“Somehow, when you get back to the 


very foundation of the whole thing, it 
seems to be based on the thought that is tn 
the artist’s mind. Is his thought pure, 
or is it impure? Somehow, by ways more 
subtle than we understand, this thought, 
whatever it ts, will reach the mind of the 
beholder.” 

On.this basis, she bellevs, a draped fig- 
ure may be more immodest than an un- 
draped-—-if the artist intended it so. The 
posture, the glance of the eyes, may be 
indecent. Even a portrait, a face alone, 
may carry Sinister meaning. She cites 
the case of a certain picture of a figure on 
horseback, of which a critic said: “The 
very horse was immodest.” And she 
confesses that a certain picture she once 
painted of a lady in lingerie came nearer 
to being risque than any nude she ever 
did—perhaps because it was less poetic 
than her nymph-like figures that flit 
through woodsy depths, answering a bird- 
call or dabbling their feet in a mountalno 
brook 

But isn’t tt only fair to all criticised 
painters of this branch of art to consider 
another factor in the equation: Namely 
the thought that is in the mind of the be- 
holder? Someone has uttered the cheer- 
ful mot that “to the pure all things are

ANY are the lessons for us crowd- 
ed in Luke’s simple, yet graphic, 
account of the crucifixion; 1 shall 
discuss only what seems to me to 
be the more important. 

First, the prayer from the 
cross: “Father, forgive them; for 
they know not what they do.” 

It was primarily an appeal for those at 
whose hands He was suffering the most 
cruel of punishments and the most disgrace- 
ful of deaths, but it has a far wider appli- 
cation. Christ gave a reason for forwive- 
ness, viz., ignorance, which has not been 
sufficiently emphasized. 

ivnorance of facts lies at the foundation 
of most misunderstandings. 

People equally honest and equally well 
meaning will fall out and become enemies 


for years, sometimes for life, because they 


have not understood the facts alike. Some- 
times prejudice will close the mind to truth 
that would otherwise be apparent—and, 
being apparent, would reconcile differences. 

Christ pleads for forgiveness because 
those guilty of injustice to Him did not 
know the truth and, therefore, did not real- 
ize what they were doing. 

lenorance of each other often makes ene- 
mies out of people who should be friends. 
Travel has in it a-political and social value 
because it makes people acquainted with 


each other and acquaintance reveals kin- 
ship. 

People may difier vastly in wealth and 
widely in education, but they are much 
alike at heart. Each, according to the 


light that he has, is doing the best that he 
can. Temptations may lead us astray, but 
the heart of mankind is sound. It is the 
only thing that can be appealed to every- 
where with any prospect of success. 

Association discloses similaritaries and 
draws people together. If they tall out, 
it is usually because of misinterpretations 
and misconstructions—‘they know not 
what they do.”

rotten,” You can star with the paint- 
er’s thought as the chief element in the 
case; but, no matter how pure that may 
be, he is always liable to meet criticism 
from the prude. There will always be 
beholders so self-conscious, so virtuous- 
ly salacious, so self-righteously unclean, 
that they must needs search for the impure 
in every work of art—and, as a_ rule, 


they'll find it. 

|" seems to be the concensus of opinion 
among painters, however, that this 

is by no nteans the general attitude among 

our critics and those in charge of our most 


important exhibits. Now and then nar- 
row-mindedness and provincialism may be 
displayed, to the unfair discomfiture of the 
artist; but for the most part, it seems to 
be conceded, that America is pretty square 
in its dealings with its own painters, and 
gives them an honest chance for a good 
hanging and the possible prize, provided 
they display genuine talent and keep with- 
in the normal limits of generally-accepted 
decency. No doubt criticism of the paint- 
ing rather than the propriety of a picture 
has been at the bottom of many a refusal 
—and many a painter would rather’ be 
considered lproper than ungifted! 


— 


Oddly, there is far less painting of the 
nude than formerly. Not because of a 
growing chastity in the popular mind, it 
would seem; but merely because such 
pictures don’t sell well. Just why this 
is has not been thoroughly explained. The 
nude figure is admired in a gallery; but 
does the prospective purchaser feel that 
he would prefer an oak tree, or a flock of 
Sheep on a meadow, to gaze upon, on his 
drawing-room wall? Does _ still-life—a 


mere apple beside a paring-knife, for 
instance—appeal to his  day-in-and-day- 
out taste more than live-life?

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Manufactured Foods 


Are Better Today 
Than Formerly 


HERE still seems to be a lingering 
doubt in the minds of many peo- 
ple as to the character of the food 
supply which comes ready made 
into our homes. There is not the 
same doubt as to the quality of 
the woolen and cotton goods 
which have succeeded the home- 

spun and very few people today can re- 

member when the cobbler came to. the 
home to make the supply of shoes. 

Without question our foods today are 
made of better raw materials, in more sani- 
tary factories, by cleaner and_ healthful 
workmen and packed and handled under 
better conditions than ever before in the 
history of the world. 

The food consumer today may be cer- 
tain that his daily supply of food, wheth- 


er it be breakfast food from Minneapolis, 
sausage from Chicago, preserved fruits or 
vegetables from California, cake from the 
bakery around the corner, sugar trom 
Cuba or fish from the far corners of the 
earth, is pure and wholesome. 


Two things makes this statement true— 
First the pure food law, which has existed 
for the past sixteen years, second the 
honest desire of the food manufacturer to 
build his business on the firm foundation 
of a good reputation. 

There is still some fraud in foods and 
there always will be, but today this is 
mostly confined to small concerns rather 
than to the large food manufacturers who 
distribute their goods over many States, 
As a matier of fact the food supply today, 
even though it comes from some food fac- 
tory a thousand miles away, is far less 
restricted and from the standpoint of the 
nutrition expert, decidedly better adapted 
for our daily needs than it was before re- 
frigerated trains brought fresh vegetables 
and fruits to our table every day of the 
year; before cold storage warehouse during 
the months of plenty piled up stocks of 
perishable meats and dairy products of 
every kind for our use during the season 
of secant production. 


§ es was a time when one of the 
measutes of woman's efficiency was 
her ability to make good bread. Today it 
is*unfair to judge the merits of a home- 
maker by her bread as it would be to ex- 
pect her to qualify as an expert weaver of 
linen. Bread is a factory product, manu- 
iactured in 
other household necessities are. The baker 
who makes bread by the hundred thousand 
loaves at a baking takes-the best flour from 
the mills, blends it under the direction of 
scientifically trained men. It is baked in 
ovens which never very in the kind and 
amount of heat they contain.

JILL an agate brick-shaped bread 


pan with alternate layers of fine- 
ly chopped cold cooked chicken, 
chopped hard-cooked eggs and 
aspic, waiting until each layer of 
aspic sets before adding another. 
Chill over night. Cut in thin 
Slices. Spread thin slices’ of 
white bread with mayonnaise, cover half 
the.slices with finely-chopped celery mois- 
tened with mayonnaise, the remaining half 
with the thinly-sliced chicken. Put 406- 
gether in pairs. Cut in triangles and serve 
at afternoon parties. 


Chicken A la King Sandwiches. 
Melt one’and one-half tablespoons chick- 
en fat in an omelet pan, add one tablespoon 


cornstarch, stir until well blended then add 
gradually, stirring constantly three-quarter 
cup chicken stock and three-quarter cup 
cream. Bring to boiling point, add one- 
half teaspoon salt, two tablespoons butter 
in small pieces, 1 cup cold boiled fowl, cut 
in one-inch strips, one-half cup  sauted 
fresh mushroom caps, thinly-sliced and 
four tablespoons fine-cut canned pimien- 
tos. Bring again to the boiling point, add 
yolk one egg slightly beaten. Have ready 
eight slices hot, well buttered, delicately 
toasted bread; cover half the slices with 
some of the mixtures. Serve at chafing 
dish or Sunday night suppers with head 
lettuce mashed with Roquefort cheese 
dressing. 
Deviled Almond Sandwiches. 

Blanche and finely shred one-half cup al- 
monds. Brown them delicately in one 
tablespoon of butter, being careful not to 
burn them. Remove from range. Mix 
two tablespoons finely-chopped sweet kher- 
hins, One tablespoon Forcestershire sauce, 
one tablespoon chopped chutney, Season 
with salt and pepper, pour over almonds, 


cook three minutes, Stirring constantly. 
Mash and work one cream cheese _ until 
smooth, season with salt. Spread thin 


Slices of white bread with salad dressing, 
spread half the slices with cheese, sprinkle 
with nut mixtures, cover with remaining 
slices, trim off crusts and cut in triangles. 
Sauted Cheese Sandwiches. 

Cut stale bread in thin slices; remove 
crusts and cut in rectangular pieces, spread 
thinly with mustard. Cut mild cheese in 
one-eighth in thick slices the same size 
as pieces of bread; sprinkle with salt, pap- 
rika, and pepper. Place a slice of cheese 
hetween each two slices of bread and saute 
in butter until delicately browned on one 
Side; turn and brown the other side. Serve 
hot with green salads. 

Cheese, Raisin and Nut Sandwiches. 


Finely chop one cup of raisins and one- 
half cup pecan meats. Moisten these with 
lemon juice and.a little grated rind and 
Stir into One cream cheese; mix thoroughly 
and spread bewteen thin slices of Boston 
brown bread or Graham bread that has been 
lightly spread with mayonnaise or creamed 
butter; trim off crusts, cut in triangles and 
press the hlaf of a pecan nut meat on top 
side of each triangle. 

Pineapple, Sweetbread and Pimiento Sand- 


wiches. 
Finely chop one pair cold-cooked sweat- 
breads. Drain, dry on a towel, canned 


pineapple; finely chop. There should be 
half as much pineapple as sweetbread. Drain 
pimientos from the liquid in can and rinse 
with cold water and dry on a towel: then 
cut with the scissors in tiny bits. Mix in- 
xredients lightly together, moisten with 
lad dressing and wuse as filling between 
thin slices of white bread that have been 
Spread with green pepper butter. Trim 
off crusts and cut in three narrow strips.

Chicken Wiggle. 

A four or five pound fowl, one quart 
canned corn, one pimiento, cooking fat, 
three eggs, paprika,.bread crumbs, two 
cups white sauce. 

Boil the fowl until very tender, remove 
all the bones, skin and gristle and cut up 
into very small pieces. If this is to be made 
in a chafing dish or the pan of a grill place 
two or three tablespoons of cooking fat 
in the pan, place the corn and the chicken 
in this and saute a few minutes. Beat up 
the eggs and stir in,.then add the white 
sauce and a few cracker crumbs to make of 
the desired consistency. Season with pap- 
rika, salt and the minced sweet pepper. 
This may be baked in a casserole, placing 
the buttered crumbs in the bottom and on 
top of the dish. 

Pineapple Napoleons. 

Bake a rich pastry crust and cut imme- 
diately into squares. Spread first crust 
with a half-inch layer of well-drained 
crushed or grated pineapple and sprinkle 
with powdered sugar. Add another crust 
and spread with whipped cream. Put on 
the top crust and garnish with pineapple 
and whipped cream. 

Pineapple Meringue Pie. 


Mix one-half cup sugar, one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt, and two tablespoon cornstarch 
and slowly add one and one-half cups hot 
milk. Cook in double boiler until thick 
(about forty minutes). Pour onto two 


egg yolks, return to boiler and cook ywntil 


egg thickens (about one mniute). Cool 


and add one cup or well-drained crushed or 


grated pineapple and one-half teaspoon va- 

nilla. Pour into a baked crust and cover 

with a meringue made of two stiffly beaten 

egg whites and two tablespoons powdered 

Sugar. Bake quickly in a hot oven. 
Luncheon Spinach. 

Drain and finely chop one cup of canned 
or fresh spinach. Mak@ one-half cup of 
thick, well-seasoned white sauce and while 
it is hot add one-quarter cup of grated 
cheese and beat it until it melts. Add the 
Sauce and three well-beaten egg yolks to 
the spinach and fold in the stiffly-beaten 
whites. Pour into a greased baking dish 
and bake thirty-five minutes. 


LUNCHEON 


HE question has been asked wheth- 

er the word “lunch” or “lunch- 
eon’’ is the more correct. <Ac- 
cording to the most recent au- 
thorities “lunch” is an abbrevi- 
ation of “luncheon” and as such 
its use is condemned by precise 
and exact speakers, who believe 
abbreviations are debasing to the lan- 
guage. Such persons a few generations 
ago used to be shocked if anyone said ‘‘cab’”’ 
instead of ‘“‘cabriolet,’’ yet in this age no 
one would know what we meant if we 
called for a cabriolet instead of a cab. 

We are accustomed to applying the word 
lunch or luncheon to any meal, not a din- 
ner, which comes at noon. If dinner is 
Served at noon, as it so often is on Sun- 
day in the average American home, the 
last meal of the day is then called ‘‘supper.”’ 
Yet in some parts of the country the word 
luncheon is used for the late meal when 
there is an early dinner and we may find 
ourselves invited to “Sunday lunch at 6 
o'clock.” Where the three regular meals 
are named breakfast, dinner and supper, 
we are sometimes told that anyone who 
wishes can have a lunch or two in be- 
tween, meaning a cup of coffee and a sand 
wich or a bit of cake or fruit. Thus in 
common parlance the “lunch” is used ina

AVE you ever noticed how the 
personal appearance of the wite 
about her work mornings deter- 
mines largely the standing of a 
family in a new neighborhood? 
You get a pretty fair idea about 
a number of things when you see 
her then.

than a neighbor whose very appearance 
proclaims her careless in mind as well as 
habits.

The tucker on the sewing machine is a 
great help in putting on ruffling and may 
be made to save the expense of beading 
to cover raw edges. When the edge of the 
garment is properly trimmed off, run it 
through the tucker gauged for a tuck about 


an inch deep, with the right side of the 
goods up and the needle unthreaded. Now 
sew the ruffle on the bottom edge, the 
wrong side of the ruffle facing the wrong 
side of the garment. This brings the raw 
seam on the right side of the. work. Now 
crease the cloth ‘along the line made by 
the marker and sew the folded edge down 
over the stitching at the top of the ruffle. 
Another row of stitching the widh of the 
presser foot above this makes the ruffle lie 
flat and gives a finish fully as good for 
some purposes as more expensive Sead- 
ing would do. 


| meant seams made with the medium 
| sized hemmer save time and thread 
and gives a fine finish to the inside of gar- 
nients made of thin material. Lay the two 
pieces together with the right sides facing 
each other, the under piece of cloth extend- 
ing about an eighth of an inch farther to 
the right than the upper. Now put the 


work through the hemmer as if you were 
simply hemming the under piece of goods. 

The smallest hemmer in invaluable for 
hemming table linen and folding back goods 
over which embroidering or crocheting is 
to be done. After the material has been 
trimmed off evenly, run the edge through 
the hemmer, using a fairly long stitch and 
no thread. This will fold the goods back 
evenly, crease it firmly and leave perfor- 
ations evenly distanced through which the 
needle will penetrate more easily than goods 
not so prepared for the work. When but- 
tonholing, crocheting, or blanket stitching 
is to be added, sew this edge down, with 
long stitch and loose tension if the stitches 
will show through the work to be done 
later, so the stitches may be removed and 
he goods held.along the edge by the but- 
tonholing or crocheting alone. Now put 
the largest needle you have into the ma- 
chine with no thread and make a row of 
needle perforations Just inside the tiny 
hem, all the way along ae. Button- 
hole, crochet or blanket s##ch into these 
perforations and your work will be perfect- 
ly spaced. 

The binder may be used ngt only for 
binding and sewing seams at one operation, 
but for making drawstrings and loops for 


hanging dresses and®trimming for  gar- 
ments, with the goods cut about an inch 
wide it may be run rapidly through the 
binder, with the needle threaded, and a 
strip of cloth, with the edges neatly folded 
under and evenly stitched along one: side, 
comes from the back of the attachment. A 
second row of stitching along the other 
edge may be added if desired to afford 
yreater strength or better appearance. 


Ose trimming, run bias strips of con- 
trasting material through this attach- 
ment, with no thread in the machine.

What to Do When 
You Are Nurse 


NVALID COOKERY” brings any- 
thing but pleasant associations to 
many of us. 

When we hear the nurse or 
doctor say “soft food’ we shud- 
der. 

After two or three days’ fight 
with a fever, when you face the 
world with an appetite for a juicy beef 
Steak or a nice slice of broiled lamb, all 
soft and juicy in the middle and crisp 


_at the edge, perhaps French fried potatoes 


—something nice and chewv—it seems to 
be a veritable insult to be offered a cod- 
died egg, oatmeal gruel, mutton broth or 
—of all tasteless concoctions in the world 
—junket! 

But there’s no use going on a starva 
tion strikes You recall that the reason 
Mrs. Brown at Seventy rallied so quickls 
from phenumonia was because slie was so 
good about eating, what the nurse gave her. 
So you banish visions of the really tempt- 
ing things—or push them further off into 
the future—and try and make yourself be- 
lieve that doctor and nurse know better. 

When you are the amateur wuurse and 
the doctor savs “soft food’ in answer to 
your inquiries as to what your patient can 
properly eat just remember the importance 
of following directions carefully. Don't en- 
trust the making of broth to the cook in 
the kitchen. Don’t imagine that any soup 
stock is broth. Don’t expect either that 
the doctor is going to give you lessons in 
cookery. The fact may be that he doesn’t 
know anything about it. Medical schools 
don’t have courses in invalid cookery, do 
they? 

Lamb broth, beef broth, chicken broth—— 
these are among the first things permitted 
to sick people. They are not difficult to 
make—but they require care and close at- 
tention. In the first place the dish you use 
should be scrupulously clean. Don’t use 
a dish in which onions or other strong vege- 
tables have been boiled. A good plan is 
to have a white enamel dish which you may 
reserve for your own exclusive uSe so 
long as you are doing the invalid. 


é yaw the butcher you want a chicken or 
a piece of lamb, mutton or beef for 
broth. You want it perfectly fresh, but 
you do not need a tender cut. Wash it 
carefully and start it cooking in cold water. 
Let it simmer gently. It should cook for 
at least two hours if you Wave that much 
time to allow. While still hot the liquor 
may be drained off and the meat turned 
over for such use as the family cook can 
make of it. Now set the liquid away ina 
covered dish in a cold place, letting the 
grease collect on top. Don’t try to use the 
broth until the grease has hardened on top 
Now take this off and pour the broth 
through a fine seive or a fresh cheese cloth. 
lt is now ready for use. Usually the only 
seasoning permitted is a little salt. Don’t 
use pepper or celery salt or anything to 
tone up the flavor unless the doctor per- 
mits. Remember that the thing that so 
often makes any of these meat broths un 
savory is the fact that a little fat remains, 
Every bit of fat should be removed. 

Remember that a soft botled egg means 
an egg that is literally soft. If vou find that 
it has become slightly hardened, don’t give 
it to your patient. It is best to coddle the 
egg, tor then it is evenly cooked. To do 
this have a pan with boiling water. Put 
the ewe in the water at the same time that 
vou turn off the heat. Let the eee remain in 
the water for six minutes—off the flame 
Fees for the sick room should be flavored 
only with a little salt,

Save Money on Food 


HE tomb of Tut-Ankh-Amen has let 
forth inspiration for many fash- 
ions. There was already a swing- 
ing of the fashion pendulum to- 
ward Egypt. The finding of the 
priceless treasure in the three- 
thousand-vear-old tomb has has-

The bakers of fabrics were ready _ for

A very courteous young Hollander with 
@ pretty wife had been in this country but 
a few weeks when they boarded a crowded 
car with a business friend of the Hollan- 
der’s and his middle-aged wife. There was 
but one seat available and the American 
lady stood back to permit the other to be 
seated. The Holland lady, who did not 
speak English, stood back deferentially and 
murmured something in her native tongue 
while her husband interpreted. “‘My wife 
begs you to be seate4,” he said, “because 
you are older than she is.’ There was 
something in the glance of the American 
woman as she promptly took the seat that 
led the young Europeans to suspect that 
American middle-aged ladies do not like to 
be reminded of the honor that is due to 
their years.

rooms enough to spare one for sewing often has a family of but two or three, and 


then a sewing room could really be dispensed with. 
If you cannot have a sewing room don’t waste time drawing plans of dream houses 


with a sewing room. 


Just set your mind to work devising a good enough substitute. 


You may find that your substitute proves to be more convenient than a room off on the 


third floor, hard to heat and inconvenient. 


Things to Remember 
When You Start 
Spring Sewing 


EMEMBER— 

To wet all cotton goods thor- 
oughly and dry and press before 
using in order to shrink ft. Then 
there will be less shrinking after 
the goods is made up. 

To buy your patterns before 
you buy your material, and 
look them over carefully, so that you will 
be sure to buy the right amounts, and so 
not waste expensive material or run short 
of needed goods. 

To soak cotton that might run as to 
eolor in turpentine before washing it, or 
in string salt water. To dry all colored 


goods in the shade, not in the bright sun- 
shine. 
To make children’s clothes out of sub- 


stantial material that will wear and so make 
the work you put into them worth while. 


To make. children’s everyday clothes 
out of material which will not only be 
durable but which will not easily show 
the soil, so that you need not constantly 
be reminding them not to get their clo.hes 
soiled. 

To think twice before buying anything. 
Some women waste money each year in 
buying material they never make up. Buy 
only what you will make up into good 
useful clothes. 

Not attempt to make anything more 
elaborate than you can do well. There 
is nothing that gives a more unpleasant 
look of home-madeness to clothes than to 
try to do something more difficult or intri- 
cate than you know how to do well. A 
plainly stitched little cotton suit of 
clothes for a smal, boy, neat and trim, 1s 
far better than a badly smocked suit of 
Silk. And simple, well-made- muslin 
frocks for yourself are better than elabo- 
rate, badly made silk Ones. 

To sew in a pleasant, airy room, and not 
to sit so many hours over the sewing that 
you will become tired or ill. To eat a 
sensible, nourishing and refreshing lunch 
on sewing days, and to get a little out- 
door exercise each day that you spend 
sewing. 


When Children Travel. 


it is an excellent idea to have even the 
youngest members of your household 
possess individual traveling bags and boxes. 
Much time is saved when it comes to un- 
pack if instead of having the possession of 
the entire family spread through four or 
five trunks and boxes, each individual down 
to the wee baby possess a special trunk or 
bag. 

Children old enough to take notice of 
those things are much benefiled by pos- 


sessing their own traveling bags. They take 
very much better care of their things when 
traveling if they realize that they have 
their individual bags. <A good idea is to 
have for each child a small wicker or mat- 
ting suitcase, marked with his or her in- 
itials. This serves as an excellent over- 
night bag. In it should contain, when tak- 
ing a long trip, toilet accessories, a change 
of underthings and night clothes. Each 
child should be made to feel a responsibility 
for his own bag and in case it is necessary 
he should have to carry his own.

I knew what would happen as soon as he 
saw it.

The cause of this hurry did 
not occur to me until, in passing over a 
crack in the sea ice, | discovered a rising 
and falling in che floes, which indicated 
a heavy swell beneath us. The ice was 
breaking up! 


The dogs seemed to sense the excite- 
ment, conveyed to them by the tone of our 
voices, and would now and then race at 


break-neck speed. Crack after crack we 
crossed, some slowly widening as we chang- 
ed our course more to the eastward, know- 
ing that the western edge of the field, con- 
tiguous to the open waters of the Sound, 
would go first. In this the Eskimos judged 
rightly, for upon our arrival at Cape Chalon, 
from the cliffs above, we discovered to our 
amazement that everything between gaat 
point and Cape Alexander had been swept 
out, taking with it the large twenty-eight 
foot whale boat belonging to E-ging-wa, 
a gift from Peary for his valuable services 
on the north pole dash,
